Butler'* Amnesty Bill. 


"WASHINGTON, June 21. 


A bill was reported to-day by Mr. 


Butler, from the Committee on Kecon- 
strnction, which provides for full and gen- 
eral grace, amnesty and oblivion of certain 
wrongful acts, doings or omissions of all 
persons engaged in tho war of the lato re- 
billion, incurred or forfeited between tho 
llth of April, 1861, and the 20th of Au"-- 
ust, 1866, with full restoration of all rights 
and privileges lost or injured thereby and 
therein. The following classes of persons 
and their rights and caoaea are excepted 
from nil provisions of thia act and none 
>ther. 


First, Those educated at toe Military 


Academy of "West Point or Naval Acade- 
my at Annapolis. 


Second, Members of either House of 


Congress of the so-called Confederate Con- 
ress. 
Third, "Whoever held office, head of ex- 


ecutive! departments, United States Min- 


ter, Plenipotentiary or Minister Eesi- 


dent, or Judge of any Court under tho 
United States ; whoever held either like 
offices in the Confed_erate State*. 


Fourth, "Whoever voted for or signed 


any ordnance of secession or held the of- 
fice of Governor of State while tho same 
wa*» in rebellion. 


Fifth, "Whoever, while in the service of 


.he so called Confederate States treated 
with cruelty or otherwise than according 
to tlie usages of war any prisoner of war. 


Sixth, "Whoever having chanro of pub- 


.ic moneys of the United States' not duly 
iccouiited for nnd paid over the same, and 
whoever embezzled or secreted public 
-tores, public -good-*, chattels, moneys, pro- 
-iaions, military and navul property of the 
United States.

FESTIVAL? AND FAIRS.—Xow that fes- 


tivals ;md fairs aro i-o much in vogue it 
would be well for those having the manag- 
raent of them to see that they comply with 
the internal revenue luws in regard tosneh 
matters.
